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PREFACE. 


My  object  in  introducing  the  following  calculations  to 
Public  notice,  originated  in  a  desire  to  place  the  Science 
of  Astrology  in  the  clearest  light,  in  order  to  prove, 
whether  or  not  it  be  entitled  to,  or  deserving  of  any 
attention  from  the  reading  portion  of  society  ;  to  accom¬ 
plish  this  and  test  the  principles  upon  which  it  is  founded, 
I  have  selected  the  Nativity  of  her  most  gracious 
Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  as  one  of  the  most  accurate 
data  on  which  an  illustration  of  the  Science  could  be 
given.  It  will  be  recollected  that  a  controversy  occured 
some  months  since  between  two  Gentlemen  of  Chel¬ 
tenham,  relative  to  Astral  influence,  and  that  several 
long  letters  upon  the  subject  appeared  in  the  Newspapers, 
containing  opinions  for  and  opposed  to  the  belief  of  that 
doctrine,  the  result  of  which  furnished  as  much  proof 
at  the  conclusion  as  appeared  at  the  commencement  of 
their  disputation. 

F or  myself,  I  may  be  allowed  to  state,  and  most  disin¬ 
terestedly,  that  I  believe  the  Science  to  be  true  ;  and 
although  not  a  professor  of  Astrology,  I  have  for  several 
years  given  it  considerable  attention,  therefore  it  is  with 
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some  confidence  I  submit  the  following  computations  to 
the  observation  of  the  reader.  I  know  no  better  way 
of  proving  than  that  of  practical  demonstration,  whether 
it  be  true  or  false  I  have  given  the  science  as  I  found  it. 
The  Nativity  of  this  illustrious  Personage,  from  the 
accuracy  of  its  date  appeared  to  be  the  best  I  could 
select  for  my  purpose,  the  circumstances  of  which  being- 
prospective  will  give  something  of  a  tangible  character  to 
grapple  with,  which  in  general  estimation  is  the  most 
direct  way  to  the  promulgation  of  truth  ;  if  upon  exami¬ 
nation  and  in  due  time  the  predictions  prove  incorrect  or 
events  bear  no  resemblance  to  their  import,  then  let  the 
Science  be  consigned  to  the  oblivion  that  justly  awaits  all 
false  systems;  no  one  can  consistently  object  to  the  expul¬ 
sion  of  error  that  would  advocate  the  principles  of  correct¬ 
ness,  first  let  us  examine  and  compare  the  effect  with  the 
cause  ;  it  is  only  prudent  to  understand  before  we  con¬ 
tradict  or  spread  our  opinions — information  will  ever 
be  of  some  value  upon  every  subject  it  applies  to,  as  it 
leads  to  correct  conclusions ;  with  these  views  I  beg 
respectfully  to  submit  the  following  pages  to  the  perusal 
of  those  who  may  feel  in  any  way  desirous  to  consider 
their  contents.

NATIVITY  OF  THE  QUEEN. 


ONE  of  the  most  important  features  presenting  itself 
to  the  consideration  of  the  artist,  on  examining  the 
aspects  and  positions  of  the  planets  in  a  Nativity, 
and  their  power  of  acting  upon  “  those  inferior, 
“  elementary  and  compound  bodies,  beginning  from 
“  the  first  causes,  properties,  passions,  motions,  and 
“  other  active  qualities,  being  guided  by  reason  in 
“  all  and  each  of  them,  from  the  axioms  of  the 
“most  eminent  men  in  Physics  and  Mathematics” 
as  referred  to  by  Placidus  in  his  Celestial  Philoso¬ 
phy  ;  probably  the  mind  claims  precedence  of  all 
others,  and  in  instances  where  the  capacity  had 
received  all  the  advantages  which  a  first-rate  edu¬ 
cation  can  give,  aided  by  a  train  of  the  purest  and 
best  of  examples,  which  operate  as  secondary 
causes  in  directing  and  improving  the  principles 
that  exist,  it  must  be  admitted  much  is  accom¬ 
plished  towards  perfecting  or  bending  the  intellect 
to  the  furtherance  of  every  moral  virtue,  yet  beyond 
all  that  human  effort  or  education  can  produce, 
experience  proves  that  a  particular  bias,  whether 
benevolent  or  malignant,  in  the  medium  or  the 
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extreme,  generally  influences  the  judgment ;  there 
is  also  a  secret  love  or  certain  pursuit,  either  ex¬ 
cellent  or  depraved  in  its  character,  that  will  ever 
predominate. 

In  most  instances,  this  passion,  peculiar  to  all, 
is  very  difficult  of  control,  we  are  often  the  crea¬ 
tures  of  sudden  impulse,  unguarded,  and  precipitate, 
determining  without  a  due  consideration  of 
consequences  ;  in  such  instances  the  propensity 
will  occasionally  discover  its  quality — whether 
pure  or  impure,  varied  or  more  decided  in  its 
nature,  it  may  be  traced  and  its  tendency  under¬ 
stood,  by  a  careful  examination  of  the  root  from 
whence  it  branches ;  it  must  be  admitted  that 
different  grades  of  intellect  and  mental  capacity 
do  exist ,  therefore  let  no  one  dispute  the  exami¬ 
nation  of  those  laws,  wrhich  deep  research  and  the 
collective  wdsdorn  of  ages  are  said  to  have  determin¬ 
ed,  as  the  means  by  which  the  above  distinctions  are 
regulated  ;  be  assured  it  is  easier  for  the  ignorant 
to  despise,  than  to  inquire  and  compare  ; — having 
so  far  premised,  I  will  now  proceed  to  reduce  these 
principles  to  practice,  by  comparing  the  nature  and 
configurations  of  the  celestial  orbs  in  the  Nativity 
of  our  most  gracious  Sovereign,  in  order  to  discover 
the  properties  of  a  mind  whose  influence  and  sphere 
of  action,  embrace  many  and  important  interests ; 
for  in  one  so  elevated  we  must  participate,  whether 
the  source  be  pellucid  as  the  diamond,  distinguish¬ 
ed  by  its  splendour  and  the  brightness  of  its 


reflections,  or  the  opposite,  turbid  as  the  terrestrial 
vapour  that  obscures  the  light  of  heaven  from  the 
fair  face  of  nature. 

Firstly,  the  planets,  Mercury  and  the  Moon, 
are  said  by  the  ancients  to  govern  the  mental 
faculties,  and  their  quality  and  concurrence  with 
other  more  ponderous  bodies,  form  the  basis  from 
whence  we  deduce  our  judgment,  and  as  cardinal 
points,  it  may  he  necessary  to  explain  the  peculiar 
properties  of  each  planetary  orb,  as  given  in 
Ptolomy’s  Tetrabiblos,  from  which  the  following  are 
extracts : 

1st. — The  Sun  is  found  to  produce  heat  and 
moderate  dryness  ;  his  magnitude  and  the  changes 
he  so  evidently  makes  in  the  seasons,  render  his 
power  more  plainly  perceptible  than  that  of  the 
other  heavenly  bodies,  since  his  approach  to  the 
zenith  in  any  part  of  the  earth  creates  a  greater 
degree  of  heat  in  that  part. 

The  Moon  principally  generates  moisture ;  her 
proximity  to  the  earth  renders  her  highly  capable 
of  exciting  damp  vapours,  and  thus  operating  sensi¬ 
bly  upon  animal  bodies  by  relaxation  and  putrefac¬ 
tion.  Saturn  produces  cold  and  dryness  ;  he  and 
the  rest  of  the  planets  derive  their  energy  from  the 
positions  they  hold  with  regard  to  the  luminaries, 
and  they  alter  the  constitution  of  the  ambient  in 
various  ways.  Mars  chiefly  causes  -dryness,  and 
is  strongly  heating  in  consequence  of  his  vicinity 
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to  the  Son,  the  sphere  of  which  is  immediately 
below  him,  peculiar  qualities  upon  the  same  prin¬ 
ciples,  are  assigned  to  the  other  planets. 

Of  the  temperaments  above  mentioned,  two 
are  nutritive  and  prolific,  viz.  heat  and  moisture, 
by  these  all  matter  coalesces  and  is  nourished— 
the  other  two  are  noxious  and  destructive,  viz. 
dryness  and  cold,  and  by  these  all  matter  is 
decayed  and  dissipated. 

Therefore,  twro  of  the  planets,  on  account  of 
their  temperate  quality,  and  because  heat  and 
moisture  are  predominant  in  them,  were  considered 
by  the  ancients  as  benefic  or  causers  of  good — these 
are  Jupiter  and  Venus  ;  and  the  Moon,  also  for  the 
same  reasons  ;  but  Saturn  and  Mars  are  considered 
of  a  contrary  nature ,  and  malefic  or  causers  of  evil , 
the  first  from  his  excess  of  cold,  the  other  from  his 
excess  of  dryness. 

The  Sun  and  Mercury  are  deemed  of  common 
influence,  and  productive  of  good  or  evil,  in  unison 
with  whatever  planets  they  may  be  connected ;  the 
specific  quality  of  each  planet  being  well  considered 
together  with  their  several  configurations  and  posi¬ 
tions,  as  respects  the  luminaries  and  the  angles, 
the  testimonies  of  good  and  evil,  perfection  and 
excellence,  are  deduced. 

In  her  Majesty’s  Nativity,  we  find  the  lumina¬ 
ries  immediately  in  the  ascendant,  near  the 
mundane  parallel  of  the  planet  Jupiter ;  this  aspect 
is  important,  because  Jupiter  is  near  the  zenith  in 
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a  fixed  sign,  and  in  close  sextile  to  Mars  and 
Herschel,  also  in  mundane  sextile  to  Mercury  ; 
these  aspects  are  highly  beneficial  from  the  nature 
and  position  of  Jupiter  ;  next  we  have  Mercury  in 
parallel  declination  of  Venus,  from  fixed  signs, 
which  is  a  further  testimony  of  good.  There  is  a 
semisquare  of  Mars  to  the  luminaries ;  this  latter 
aspect,  connected  with  the  previous  testimony, 
gives  spirit,  vivacity,  decision,  and  resolve.  The 
planet  Saturn  is  in  sextile  to  the  ascendant, 
the  sextile  aspect  of  itself,  as  far  as  the  aspect  is 
concerned,  bears  a  mild  influence — if,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  it  had  been  an  angle  of  90°  instead  of  60 
degrees,  the  effect  would  have  been  discord¬ 
ant  and  injurious  ;  the  sextile  tends  to  promote 
serious  contemplation  and  deep  thought,  and  the 
whole,  taken  collectively,  are  of  calculated  to 
give  mental  endowments  of  the  highest  caste.  If 
firmness  and  self  possession,  placid  and  poetic 
calmness,  together  with  an  indomitable  love  of 
justice,  and  hatred  of  wrong,  be  the  characteristic 
of  an  intellectual  and  amiable  woman,  then  indeed 
may  England  feel  grateful  for  a  Sovereign,  the 
Almighty,  in  his  goodness,  hath  permitted  to  rule 
over  her  destinies. 

We  next  proceed  to  consider  the  effect  these 
orbs  are  likely  to  produce  from  their  radical  position 
in  the  scheme,  as  respects  England  in  a  political 
and  general  sense.  The  position  of  the  planet 
Mars,  in  the  sign  Aries,  the  ruling  sign  of  England, 
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and  the  luminaries  in  semisquare  to  that  planet, 
will  tend  to  promote  much  contention  and  hostility, 
together  with  sudden  outbreaks  or  warfare;  to  this 
her  Majesty  will  be  frequently  exposed,  the  semi¬ 
square  of  J  upiter  and  Saturn  indicates  troubles  and 
alarms  among  the  Clergy,  and  contention  upon 
and  in  respect  of  deep  rooted  prejudices ;  and  as 
Saturn  is  in  square  to  Herschel,  there  will  be  much 
political  excitement  respecting  our  religion  and 
laws,  in  the  latter  of  which  there  will  be  many 
beneficial  changes.  New  systems,  scholastic  and 
scientific  pursuits,  will  receive  every  facility  and 
assistance  from  the  Government  and  the  aid  of 
public  bodies  ;  and  as  Herschel  and  Saturn  are 
both  in  sextile  to  the  Meridian,  the  one  in  Mundo, 
and  the  other  Zodiac  connected  with  the  Moon’s 
parallel,  the  community  will  benefit  by  the  new 
systems  and  extensive  operations  promised  by  such 
positions.  Schemes  and  ingenious  inventions  will 
receive  the  co-operation  of  her  Majesty’s  Govern¬ 
ment.  I  intend  that  this  work  shall  only  be 
prospective ;  and,  therefore,  shall  abstain  from 
noticing  the  earlier  arcs  of  direction,  further  than 
the  one  in  operation  when  she  came  to  the  throne, 
which  is  thus  calculated  : — 

A  R  of  Jupiter  319.37 
From  which  subtract  the  A  R 

of  the  Meridian  301 .  8 

This  arc  equated  measure  to 

June,  1837  18.29 
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and  under  its  benefic  influence  she  was  invested 
with  the  sovereignty  of  England ;  we  have  also 
sufficient  testimony  for  the  revolt  of  her  Majesty’s 
Canadian  subjects. 

The  next  direction  worthy  of  note  is  the  Sun  to 
the  contra  parallel  of  Herschel,  arc  19.46,  due  19 
years  and  4  months  in  Sept.  1838  ;  an  influence 
that  generally  extends  over  several  months  before 
its  complete  effects  are  determined.  The  secon¬ 
dary  arc,  or  lunar  testimony  to  the  above,  is  the 
semisquare  of  Saturn  and  the  Moon ;  under  this 
influence  there  will  be  much  political  excitement 
respecting  public  bodies,  and  probably  the  death 
of  a  relation,  or  trouble  with  government  measures. 

The  midheaven  to  the  quintile  of  the  Moon  in 
Mundo — arc  19.53,  time  19.. 5  months,  completely 
due  about  Sept.  1838 — the  secondary  directions 
will  tend  to  accelerate  its  benefic  influence  ;  for 
instance,  the  moon  to  the  parallel  of  the  Sun,  due 
in  June,  and  the  moon  to  the  conjunction  of  Jupiter, 
due  in  the  commencement  of  August,*  1838,  the 
latter  secondary  direction  occurring  in  the  meri¬ 
dian,  I  judged,  when  calculating  this  Nativity  in 
February  last,  would  produce  the  Coronation, 
which  is  sufficiently  near  for  scientific  purposes. 
It  may  be  necessary  to  explain  the  general  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  primary  direction,  that  will  be  opera- 

*  In  all  the  calculations,  it  should  be  understood,  the  influence 
of  each  direction  operates  several  weeks  previous  and  subsequent 
to  the  exact  completion  of  the  arc,  from  an  accelerating  or  re¬ 
tarding  action  of  the  transits  over  the  places  of  direction. 
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ting  throughout  the  summer  1 838 :  it  denotes 
public  honors,  gifts,  and  esteem,  together  with 
journies  beyond  sea. 

Consecutively  to  the  above,  the  Sun  by  converse 
motion  arrives  at  the  place  of  Venus,  the  Arc 
(agreeably  to  the  Placidian  system)  is  20.  30.  and 
when  equated  measures  to  20  years  one  month,  or 
June  1839 ;  this  Arc  followed  by  the  body  of 
V enus,  directed  under  her  own  pole  to  a  trine  of  the 
10th  Arc  20.  30.  due  at  the  same  time,  and  at¬ 
tended  by  the  Moon  in  the  secondary  motion  to  the 
parallel  declination  of  Jupiter  at  19  years  11 
months,  aspects  increasing  its  power  and  influence 
which  is  certainly  that  of  marriage,  and  in  my  judg¬ 
ment  will  produce  that  event.  Independent  of  such 
an  oceurrance  its  general  tendency  is  to  promote 
felicity  and  honours,  a  period  of  much  happiness 
and  distinction  to  our  Royal  Native. 

Upon  this  method  of  prediction  I  wish  it  to  be 
distinctly  understood,  that  all  I  pretend  to  is  the 
general  influence  of  the  direction,  assimilating  to 
either  good  or  evil ,  pleasure  or  contentment,  ho¬ 
nours,  advancement  or  increase  of  property,  or  the 
opposite  of  these,  in  health  or  in  sickness,  for  such 
constitutes  the  sum  of  human  happiness  or  misery, 
together  with  the  mediums  and  extremes.  This  is 
not  straining  science  beyond  what  it  will  bear,  but 
like  the  skilful  archer  I  will  endeavour  to  pierce 
the  centre  of  the  target ;  yet  if  I  give  the  quality 
in  general  terms  1  submit  the  precise  quantity  w  ill 
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not  be  exacted,  and  that  it  will  be  sufficient  to  note 
the  almost  irresistable  bias  that  exists,  and  to  prove 
events  assimilating  or  corresponding  therewith  do 
occur ,  for  I  will  not  pretend  to  be  correct  upon  the 
extreme  minutiae,  but  only  in  the  general  influence ; 
for  instance,  when  the  Arc  of  direction  is  benefic, 
good  will  abound,  but  the  precise  nature  of  such 
good  is  often  peculiar,  varied,  and  capricious,  de¬ 
pending  upon  contingent  circumstances,  originating 
in  a  variety  of  influence  that  may  be  operating  at 
the  same  time  connected  again  with  the  rank  in 
life  of  the  Native  ;  to  this  end  reason  and  art  must 
both  be  combined. 

The  Sun  to  be  ses-quiquadrate  of  Herschel 
converse  motion,  Arc  20.48,  time  20  years  4 
months.  This  Arc  tends  to  government  troubles, 
or  political  excitement,  though  it  is  w  eak  in  power. 

The  mid-heaven  to  the  quintile  of  the  Sun  in 
mundo  Arc  21.  time  20  years  6  months,  Nov.  1839, 
this  direction  advances  Sovereigns  in  the  estima¬ 
tion  of  their  subjects,  conduces  to  much  publicity 
in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  honours,  &c. 

Moon  to  the  square  of  Saturn  in  zodiac,  Arc  21. 
3.  time  20  years  7  months,  1839.  The  Moon  by 
secondary  motion  will  be  near  the  semisquare  of 
Mars  ;  this  aspect  falls  in  the  second  house,  it  is 
productive  of  loss  and  damage,  it  is  an  evil  aspect 
and  will  produce  the  like  consequences,  probably 
our  shipping  interest  may  suffer  at  this  period  with 
troubles  to  the  community  at  large,  losses  and 
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political  discontent  to  the  country  ;  it  may  occasion 
sickness  to  her  Majesty,  though  not  serious,  as  the 
Sun  follows  to  a  good  aspect  of  Venus  ;  relatives 
are  often  afflicted  by  its  influence  and  in  some 
instances  deaths  in  the  family. 

The  Sun  directed  to  the  sextile  of  Venus  in  the 
zodiac,  Arc  21.  48  ,  when  equated  measures  to  21 
years  and  4  months,  1 840  ;  the  Moon  to  the  sextile 
of  Saturn  in  mundo  D.  D.  Arc.  21.  48.  due  the 
same  time  as  the  former,  attended  by  the  Sun  to 
the  parallel  of  Herschel  in  the  zodiac  ;  these  Arcs 
are  of  very  beneficial  tendency,  the  Moon  in  the 
secondary  or  daily  motion  will  be  approaching  the 
sextile  aspect  of  Venus,  this  aspect  occurs  in  the 
second  division  of  the  circle  ; — it  imports  honours, 
riches,  and  distinction  ;  great  repute  and  the  love 
and  esteem  of  her  subjects,  signally  conveyed  to 
her  ;  the  attainment  of  much  felicity  and  content¬ 
ment,  and  everything  that  can  elevate  the  hopes 
and  wishes  of  the  nation  ;  the  general  tendency  of 
such  directions,  in  instances  where  marriage  may 
not  have  occurred,  is  the  completion  of  such  con¬ 
tracts  or  the  birth  of  a  son  or  daughter,  therefore 
conceiving  the  Queen’s  marriage  to  concur  with 
the  direction  previously  noticed,  there  is  a  proba¬ 
bility  of  an  heir  to  the  Crown  of  England,  and 
much  public  rejoicing  on  the  occasion  :  whatever 
the  precise  effect  may  be,  the  direction  is  good, 
and  benefits  will  accrue  from  it,  the  Moon  at  the 
same  time  receives  the  sextile  of  Saturn,  this  will 
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increase  the  friendly  alliance  of  her  Majesty,  and 
advance  the  connexions  and  interests  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  many  important  acts,  large  gifts  and  rewards, 
and  dutiful  reverence  from  the  community  at  large, 
commerce  with  our  neighbours  will  flourish,  the 
effect  of  all  these  directions  may  operate  some  time 
before  and  after  the  direction  is  complete. 

The  Sun  at  the  same  time  meets  the  parallel  of 
Herschel  in  the  zodiac,  this  concurring  with  the 
sextile  of  Venus,  in  my  opinion  will  lessen  that 
contention  respecting  negociations,  political  ex¬ 
citement,  &c.  which  this  latter  direction  generally 
denotes,  and  addresses,  congratulations,  &c.  See, 
will  be  the  result  of  this  important  and  eventful 
period. 

Consecutively  to  the  above,  the  Horoscope  ar¬ 
rives  at  the  sextile  of  Venus,  in  the  zodiac,  Arc  22, 
5.,  time  21  years  7  months,  and  the  Moon  in  the 
secondary  motion  completes  the  sextile  of  Venus, 
this  Arc  concurring  so  near  to  the  previous  directions 
tends  to  make  their  effect  more  conspicuously 
manifest  by  strengthening  their  signification,  every 
circumstance  appears  to  add  to  the  felicity  of  her 
Majesty  and  to  create  public  rejoicings  throughout 
the  Country.  The  previous  influence  will  last 
for  several  months. 

The  next  aspect  is  the  Moon  to  the  quintile  of 
Mars  in  the  zodiac ;  this  direction  occurs  in  the 
extreme  of  Gemini  near  the  sign  Cancer,  it  will  be 
likely  to  cause  changes  and  promotions  in  the 
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army  or  navy  department,  together  with  improve¬ 
ment  of  a  military  character,  much  publicity  and 
equestrian  exercises. 

A  change  is  now  fast  approaching.  The  Moon 
aspects  Jupiter  discordantly  by  a  semi-square  con¬ 
verse  motion  in  mundo  arc  23.28,  time  22  years 
10  months  ;  in  the  secondary  direction  the  Moon 
comes  to  the  body  of  Saturn,  which  is  an  addi- 
tinal  testimony  of  trouble.  It  promotes  Govern¬ 
ment  troubles,  perplexity  in  respect  of  the  Ministry, 
the  Laws,  or  Church  affairs,  defective  friendship, 
and  many  annoyances. 

The  next  aspect  is  of  more  serious  import  consi¬ 
derably.

Sun  to  the  square  of  Saturn  in  the  zodiac.  .23.47 

Moon  to  the  opposition  of  Herschel.  . . . 23.50 

Moon  to  the  conjunction  of  Mars,  converse  .23.54 
Horoscope  to  the  square  of  Saturn  in  the  Zod.24.25 
Sun  to  the  semisquare  of  Mars  D.D.  in  mun.  .25.53 

The  first  of  these  arcs  will  he  due  about  23 
years,  and  in  the  secondary  motion  the  moon  will 
be  in  conjunction  and  parallel  to  Mars  ;  here  all 
the  hylegiacal  places  are  afflicted — the  Sun,  the 
Moon,  and  Horoscope  ;  nor  are  there  any  beneficial 
aspects  for  a  considerable  time  to  interrupt  the 
noxious  influence  ;  the  Sun’s  direction  to  Venus  has 
but  recently  preceeded  only  2  degrees.  Venus  is 
not  by  position  strong — she  is  cadent  and  near 
Mars — therefore  less  able  to  ward  off  the  complete 
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effect  of  the  train  the  Sun  will  meet  with.  These 
directions  are  likely  to  produce  dangerous  illness 
to  her  Majesty  ;  their  effect  will  be  decidedly  evil 
to  the  nation,  such  as  mutinies  and  commotions, 
losses  by  shipwreck,  and  in  general  a  very  de¬ 
structive  time.  Let  her  Majesty  beware  of  acci¬ 
dents — it  threatens  danger  to  the  eyes,  and  sickness 
attended  with  severe  affliction — it  is  accompanied 
at  the  same  time  by  the  moon  to  the  opposition  of 
Herschel  and  conjunction  of  Mars,  which  will 
cause  much  anxiety  and  sorrow,  and  is  calculated 
to  produce  mental  and  bodily  affliction,  deaths  in 
the  family ,  and  a  probability  of  war,  with  much 
public  tumult,  and  one  of  its  probable  consequences 
is  that  of  a  public  mourning ;  the  directions  that 
succeed  are  also  baneful  in  their  influence — the 
effect  of  which  I  may  notice  some  short  time  pre¬ 
vious  to  their  approach.  Having  calculated  every 
arc  of  direction  that  can  occur  in  this  Royal  Natus, 
it  will  not  be  difficult  to  give  judgment  at  subse¬ 
quent  periods.  I  shall  for  the  present  leave  this 
production  for  time  and  the  curious  to  contemplate  ; 
those  who  are  sceptical  have  the  means  of  testing 
or  proving  for  themselves  how  far  the  principles  of 
the  science  are  true.  I  have  given  it  much  atten¬ 
tion,  the  result  of  which  has  strengthened  my 
belief  in  its  verity,  and  do  most  disinterestedly  and 
ingenuously  present  the  present  Nativity,  calculated 
upon  the  Placidan  system,  to  the  observance  of 
those  who  are  inclined  to  respect  the  means  that 
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lead  to  the  discovery  of  truth,  whether  it  neg¬ 
ative  or  substantiate  the  principles  it  applies  to. 
We  will  now  proceed  to  calculate  these  aspects.
